The check 
represents a new $5 bill that Mr. Farwell 
passed over with his application for mein- 
bership in the congress a few days after he 
cad asked public prayers for Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson for accepting the post 
of honorary president of the exposition. 


Better Which Blackballs Reformer.

Executive Committee Acts. 

The executive committee came to its deci- 
sion to bar the reformer at the end of a 
period of grave deliberation. Although they 
felt they should not permit him to attend 
their meetings, they did not discover just 
how they could turn down his application and 
demand the return of his membership card. 

At length the president remembered that 
rule 2 of the regulations of the congress sets 
forth that the meeting is in the interest and 
for the uplifting of the brewing incustry. 
While not disputing Mr. Farwell’s serious 
intention of uplifting the industry, they went 
on record as doubting his desire to promote 
its in .erests. 

“ We cannot have disoord at our meetings.” 
said Dr. Henius. “*‘ We must have harmony. 
If one man is going to spol! our congress or 
threatens to there is only one course open to 
us. We have taken it."’ 


Praise Farwell for Coup. 

Before being told that his petition for mem- 
bership in the brewers’ congress had been 
spurned Mr. Farwell received the encomiums 
and congratulations of some 100 members of 
the Lllinois Anti-Galoon League last night at 
a gathering of the anti-saloon forces to lay 
plans for a renewed fight on the liquor inter- 
ests in Chicago and the state of Ilinols. 

The meeting of the league wae known as a 
political gathering, but the chief topic was 
the coup which those present believed Mr 
Farwell had sprung on the brewers when he 
decided to invade their ranks. 

The meeting was held in the Capitol tea 
Each speak- 
er gave Mr. Farwell a verhal bouquet for 
launching the campaign Of prayer against the 
exposition. 

**l want to express my pride in Mr. Farwell 
for the doughty charge which he has made 
on the ranks of our enemy, the brewers,’’ 
said E. J. Davis, city superintendent for 
the anti-saloonists. “ Prayer is a formida-

surface, but down im the bettom of their 
hearts they know what they are up against."

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MINISTER ADMITS 
HE IS A BIGAMIST 


The Rev. John Hardin of 
Beecher, Who Weds Here, 
Confronted by Trustees. 


HAS A WIFE IN ENGLAND. 


The little town of Beecher; Tit, was given 
the biggest sensation of its history yester- 
day The Rev John Hardin, pastor of the 
Congregational church, confronted by his 
vestrymen with facts he could not refute, 
made @ confession in writing that he had 
committed bigamy. He adm: tted that on last 
Saturday he married Miss Amanda Brenker, 
a Beecher girl, in Chicago, and that he hasa 
wife. the daughter of a retired British naval 
officer, and children living in England 

Immediately after the confession, which 
took place in the parlor of the Beilfeldt ho- 
tel. Henry Hack, who is both a church trus- 
tee and a deputy sheriff, cook his minister into 
custody. In spite of protestations the preach- 
er was hustied by Hack and the other trustees 
into an automobile. The machine carried him 
to Joliet Hardin spent last night in the 
county jail. 


Bride Pleads for His Release. 

While all this was going on MWardin's bride 
was waiting for him at the residence of her 
sister, Mrs. Fred Hunte. She knew her hus- 
band was in conference with the trustees, 
but was not @ware of the importance of the 
meeting. When she learned what had hap- 
pened Hardin was miles away, racing toward 
Jcliiet. The girl immediately caught the 
nc xt train out of town and reached Joliet a 
few minutes after her husband had been 
arraigned and locked up because he cou'd 
not give $1,000 bond. 
Her next step was to appeal to Distric: 
Attorney George A. Barr. With tears in her 
eyes she demanded that Hardin be set free. 
She insisted she knew when she was mar- 
ried to him that he had a wife and children 
living and that the sife in England had 
been notified tne marriage would take pla:e. 
The situation brought about by the second 
marriage, she said, was satisfactory to ai. 
the parties concerned. She could not see how 
the law had been violated. 


Shows Pastor’s Confession. 
Mr. Barr replied by ex biting Hardin's 
confession, which read as follows: 


I hereby confess that on Oct. 7, 
1011, I married Miss Amanda Brenk- 
er and I have another wife in Eng-~- 
lund from whom I have not yet ob- 
tained a divorce. 


This concession, Mr. Barr said, left him 
no a:ternative but to prosecute Hardin, and 
be ceclined to take any action looking toward 
the minister's release. He told the girl let- 
ters written by Hardin had been shown him 
whwh might cause her to revise her views 
abcut being satisfied with the situation 

One of these letters was from a Chicago 
(.ergyman named Davis upbraiding Hardin 
for love letters he had written to a membér 
of his congregation, a girl named Fries, 
whose home is said to be in Oak Park. 


Writes Letter to Paper. 

Hardin's arrest is due entirely to his own 
lack of secretiveness. Piis attentions to Miss 
Brenker began when he first came to Beecher 
from England five months ago. A é6hort 
time later a report that they were to be mar- 
ried became generally current. 

Two weeks ago a letter appeared in the 
Beecher Herald which started every one of 
the 600 tongues in Beecher wagging This 
letter was written by Hardin himself. In it 
he said he hed been offered a pastoraie in the 
town of Steuben, Wis., at a higher salary 
than he was receiving at Beecher and in- 
tended to accept the call. 

The particular paragraph in the article that 
the gossips discussed was one in which he 
said that because of this expected advance 
in salary the clergyman was planning to bring 
over to this country the wife and children 
who were living in England. 

“Ha, ha.” said the gossips. “He's got 
a wife. Now, what's "Mandy Brenker going 
to édo.”’ 

Apparen the fact that the Rev... Mr. 
Hardin sours wife and children ving did no! 
worry Miss Brenker. She and the clergyman 
were seen together just as much efter the 
levter was printed as they bad been before. 


Guasip increased. 
Last Saturday the Rev. Mr. Hardin took 


a train for Chicago. The same day Miss 
Brenker’ was missed. When the Chicago 
newspapers reached Beecher next day the 
population of that town didn’t look to the 
first page for the “big” news. They went 
right Back to the marriage licenses, They 
found what they were looking for, too. A Ii- 
cense had been issued to Hardin and Miss 
Brenker. 

Yesterday when the preacher and bis bride 
appeared in Beecher, one of the Congrega- 
tional church trustees called Hardin and 
told him that he was wanted at a conference 
at the hotel. Hardin went to the meeting 
There he was confronted by the letter which 
he had sent to the Beecher Heraid, and the 
marriage license record from the Chicago 
newspapers and askéd to explain. 


Pastor Tells His Story. 
Hardin was defiant at first. but the menacing 
looks of the vestrymen frightened him. 

“T'll explain this.” he said at last, “ but 
not to all of you. Choose two of younr num- 
ber and put them In a private room with me 
and I'll tell the whole story.” 

This arrangement was agreed to. In the 
private conference inquiaitors compelled him 
to sign his name to the confession. 

Haréin ts 38 years of age and was born 
in India. His father was an army school- 
master. His English wife is Edith Jones, 
daughter of a retired navy officer of London. 
They were married sixteen years ago. 

“TI always supported her,”’ he said in the 
jail at Joliet last night. “ but I have been 
unhappy for the last ten years: We never 
should have married; it was a mistake. I 
wrote to her a month ago asking her to get 
a divorce and Miss Brenker did also. I have 
not heard from her; it was ignorance on my 
part that put me behind these bars, for I 
thought bigamy consisted in deceiving the 
other parties directly interested. 

“That is, I thought that In a case like this. 
with the extenuating circumstances and both 
women knowing the exact facts, there was 
nothing wrong, at least not morally.” 


CUTS OUT ‘LOVE, HONOR. OBEY’: 
SAYS IT MEANS ONLY PERJURY.

Dorothy Dunbar, a gambling inquiry wit- 
ness, last night made affidavit that she had 
been made the victim of threats and later of- 
fered $50 to testify that John L. Spellman, &@ 
newspaper reporter. was addicted to the 
opium habit. 

She swore she was dragged from her apart- 
ments at Twenty-eighth street and Wabash 
avenue and compelled to go to the iuaw offices 
of State Senator Samuel] A. Ettelson, where 
the threats, she says, were made and the 
money offered for her testimony. 

The story told by the woman was in con- 
nection with the trial of Lieut Willlam W. 
Walsh, tried last week by the city civil serve 
ice commission and found gullty of allowing 
gambling in the streets near the Comiskey 
baseba!) park on Labor day. 


Try to Diseredit 1b xporter. 

Spellman was a witness for the commission 
in the trial The woman was called for the 
defense but denied on the witness stand that 
she had ever known Spellman to use opium. 

The woman's complete confession relating 
to alleged attempts to get her to give per- 
jured testimony was obtained at night by 
William W. Wheelock, chief counsel! fér the 
commission in the police investigation. He 
would not discuss the contents of her affida- 
vit or other information which the commis- 
sion has gathered The commission has been 
carrying ona rigid investigation of the “ ob- 
struction gang "’ which was ‘busy for days 
trying to get witnesses to swear to matters 
besmirching the character of commission 
witnesses. 


Approached by “Policeman.” 

The woman, it is said, related that she first 
was approached to testify in the case two 
weeks ago by a man known ar “ Big Ben,” 
who said he was a policeman. On the Friday 
evening following she said a taxicab driver, 
* Paddy ” Coughlin, told her that two detect- 
ives, a man named Fiynn. and his partner 
wanted her to testify against Spellman. 

“ Big Ben,’ she said, came to her flat 
on Tuesday evening—the evening before she 
testified in the Walsh case—and told her she 
would have to appear against the newspaper 
man. She demurred and he is said to have 
said: 

“ You'll testify or the police will drive you 
out of this flat and out of this district—that’s 
what will happen to you ’”’ 

On the morning of the day she testifisd 
“ Big Ben,"’ she swears, came again to her 
fiat and ordered her to come down town with 
him. He displayed a star. She says she 
was taken directly to Attorney Ettelson’'s 
offices. where she was told what they wanted 
her to testify to. 

She said she refused to agree to give her 
testimony as directed. Thereupon, !tis said, 
the affidavit alleges, threats were used, then 
cajolery, and, all these fajling, a price of 
$50 was put upon her evidence. Her affidavit, 
it is said, maintains that she withstood all 
entreaties and offers. 


“Big Ben” Believed Fake Policeman. 

It is believed that “Big Ben” is not @ 
policeman, but some one who impersonated 
a member of the force Detective Thomas 
Fiynn and his traveling partner. Michael 
Murphy, have been questioned by the com- 
missioners concerning attempts to force the 
Dunbar woman and others to testify against 
Spellman. Both men denied all knowledge 
of the affair. 

“I have never heard such @ story about 
Spellman,"’ Flynn told the civil service com- 
missioners at the hearing. “ Ail that I know 
is that some one called me up at my home on 
the telephone one day. The man at the other 
end of the wire asked me if I knew that Spell- 
man was a cocaine fiend. I sald no, and then 
I asked him who it was that wanted to know. 
He said he was an investigator in Senator 
Ettieson'’s office and wanted me to come 
down to the office. 

“ I told him if he wanted to see me to come 
out to the Twenty-second street police sta~ 
tion, out of which we work. He never showed 
up. I don’t know who this tax! driver, 
Coughlin, is by name, but I do know that I 
never told him or any one else that it would 
please me for any woman to testify egainst 
Spellman."’ 

Detective Murphy sald he had known Spell- 
man a long t'me, but never hed heard of 
any attempts to get witnesses to testify 
against him.

‘CHICAGO PLAN COMMISSION 


_ URGES TWO LEVEL BRIDGE. 


Calls for Structure at Rush Street— 
Would Use One “Story” for Heavy 
Traffic, Other for Autos. 


Walter D. Moody, managing director of 
the city plan commission, yesterday issued 
a bulletin in which he advocated a two 
level structure in the place of the present 
bridge across the Chicago river at Rush 
street. One-level, according to this plan, will 
be for the use’ of autOmobiles, the other 
for heavy traffic. 

The bulletin also asserts that traffic con- 
gestion costs Chicago $500,000 annually. The 
record shows that 58,184 vehicles daily crose 
Michigan avenue and Pine street between 
Lake street on the south and Indiana street 
om the north. It is estimated that at each 
of the seven crossings in this ddéstrict there 
is a delay of thirty seconds, or a total of 
three and one-half minutes for each vehicle. 
This is a daily loss of 3,384 hours, and an an- 
nial waste of 102,003 days. The total of $500,- 
000 loss is arrived at by multiplying the num- 
bers of days wasted by $5, the market value 
per day of teams used in street traffic. ° 

‘*Our proposed two level bridge would cost 
@bout $6,000,000," said Mr. Moody. ‘ Com- 
pleted it would create a permanent asset to 
Chicago worth $50,000,000.”

The crisis at Constantinople, due to pressur:

Feliable sources, to a complete surrender, 
Turkey choosing this particular situation to 
save her face. 


It is hinted that there is something of a 
bluff in the Italian military preparations and 
sirict censorship, both being intended to in- 
fluence a surrender by Turkey at an early 
dute. 

Friends of Rechid Pasha explain that his 
refusal to accept the portfolio of foreign af- 
fairs in the new Turkish cabinet was due to 
a disagreement with his colleagues over a 
program which he submitted as a basis fora 
settlement with Italy. He was convinced 
that the only possible way in which Turkey 


could save anything was to cede Tripoli to 
Italy now. 


Powers’ Notice to Turks. 

It Is understood here that the powers will 
make representations at Constantinople noti- 
fying Turkey that Italy, with a view to avoid- 
ing grave complications, the consequences 
ef which would be detrimental chiefly to Tur- 
key, has agreed to limit the war to Tripoll. 

Moreover, it will be pointed out that this 
principle will be abandoned if the Ottoman 
government is unable to restrain excesses 
against Italy on Turkish territory and thus 
forces Italy to carry the war into other prov- 
inces of the Turkish empire for the direct 
protection of her subjects and their interests 
which Germany could not safeguard without 
using force. 

Comparison of the situation {n Turkey will 
be made with the treatment accorded Turkish 
subjects and institutions ig Italy, where no 
attack has been made upon Turks and no 
violence committed against the Turkish em- 
bassy or consulate, while the Turkish vessels 
in Italian waters have been unmolested. 


Bedouins Threaten Tripoll. 

A wireless message from Tripoli says that 
throughout last night Bedouin cavelry 
scoured the outskirts of the town, évidently 
trying to determine whether a surprise would 
be possible or to lure the Italians out of the 
town to a place where the bulk of the Turkish 
garrison is camped in a fortified positjon. 

The séearchlights from the battleships ex- 
posed the horsemen, and artillery fire caused 
them te make a hasty retreat. The Turks 
suddenly appeared as if they came out of the 
earth and exhibited remarkabletemerity. 

A telegram to the Tribuna says a force of 
2,000 Turks which was back in the country 
has retreated to Charian. The Italians cap- 
tured the advance posts of the Turks, taking 
twenty-one prisoners and the same number 
of quick firing gunS. It. is reported that 
Arabs are looting the premises in the country 
which were abandoned by the Europeans at 
the outbreak of the war. 

It is announced that the remainder of the 
army of occupation destined for Tripoli 
sailed tonight. 

The Italian press is unanimous in the opin- 
jon that a protectorate over Tripoli is impos. 
sible and that since the country has been 
conquered offers of mediation based on the 
recognition of Turkish sovereignty will be 
refused. 

The new governor of Tripolf has ordered ali 
the officials of the young Turk régime to 
leave Tripoli immediately, and has provided 
a transport for other Turks who wish to 
depart. 


Wheat Action Worries Britain. 
LONDON, Oct. 9.—Telegrams posted at the 
Baltic Mercantile and Shipping exchange 
today say Turkey has declared grain a con- 
traband of war and that the banks refusing 
to finance shipments, the loading of vessels 
has been stopped. 
For the greater part of the day it looked 


dangered by the action of Turkey, ag 200 
grain carrying ships were tied up in the 
Black sea. At this season of the year fully 
80 per cent of the wheat imported into Great 
Britain has to pas sthrough the Bosporus 
and in this way would be at the mercy of 
the Turks. In view of this, Russia imme- 
diately protested and the British foreign 
office acted with all the haste possible in 
order to induce Turkey to rescind her ac- 
tion. The result was that the grain mer- 
~chants of Odessa iate this evening cabled 
London as follows: 

“Turkey has now agreed to permit the 
free passage of neutral vessels to their des- 
tination.”’ 

In some quarters here the action of Turkey 
is interpreted as a desperate attempt to em- 
broil the other powers.

BIG DISCREPANCY REVEALED 
IN WASHINGTON NAVY YARD. 


Loose Bookkeeping Blamed for Appar- 
‘ent Shortage of More than Three Mil- 
lion Dollars in Accounts of Material. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 9.—A discrepancy 
of over $3,288,271 between the material on 
hand and ,that called for by the books of 
the Washington navy yard was shown by the 
inventory of that yard just completed, ac- 
cording to an announcement by Secretary of 
the Navy Meyer today. 

This is the first inventory of record made 
at this yard within the last twenty-five years. 
The discrepancy is attributed to loose book- 
keeping methods, which Secretary Meyer set 
out some time ago to correct.

Ald. Cullerton, Who Saw Chicago Burn, 
_ Muses—Propheries Spirit Which Re- 
built Will Make World’s Metropolis. 


Ald.’ Edward F. Cullerton of the Eleventh 
ward stood in front of The Tribune building 
last night ruminating on the wonderful 
changes wrought in the last forty years. 
“I was just thinking,” he said, “ how I 
stood on this corner forty years ago tonight 
looking at the smoldering ruins of the old 
Tribune building.

That architects should feel the rerponsiDbil- 
ity of making possible a repetition of the 
fire disaster of forty years ago was impressed 
upon fifty merhbers of the Dlinois chapter of 
the American Institute of Architects last 
night by representatives of the municipal 
governmegt.

Fire prevention and what has been done 
to make Chicago a fireproof city was the 
theme. Among the speakers were W. D 
Matthews, chief surveyor of the Chicago 
board of underwriters; Charles M. Thomson, 
cheirman of the committee of building ordi- 
nances; Henry Ericsson, commissioner of 
buildings, and Daniel H. Burnham. 

“Fire prevention and fireproof structures 
are largely the result of an educational 
movement conceived by insurance interestg,” 
said Mr. Matthews. “ These companies 
learned that a little boy with a box of 
matches and a big boy with too much’ insur- 
ance are equally dangerous. Therefore, they 
began to use more caution when dealing with 
the big boy and paid more attention to the 

f matches.”

Would Bar Outside Fire Escapes, 

Commissioner of Buildings Ericsson said 
he was now working on 4 plan to eliminate all 
outside fire escapes. 

“It ig possible to arrangé the interior of 
buildings in such a manner that fire escapes 
on the outside aré not necessary,” he said. 
“ There are nc* many fire escapes that wom- 
en can descend. Stairways of proper width 
and arrangement on the interior would not 
only be safer but more satisfactory to the 
buliding owner.” 

Mr. Burnham ‘insisted a strictly flreproof 
building could not be built. 

“Tt is possible to erect a building that is 
fireproof from the interior, but no building 
today is fireproof from the outside,” he said. 
‘(Chicago is In constant danger of another 
conflagration that would destroy the busi- 
ness section of the city.” 


Doyls Fears Incendiaries, 

The hotbed of incendiarism in the coun- 
try is Illinois, according to State Fire Mar. 
shal C. J Doyle. who spoke at a lunch- 
eon of the City club.

Spokane, Wash., Oct. 9.—[{Special. }—Presi- 
dent Taft undoubtedly has gained much in 
popularity as a result of his trip through 
western Washington. Not only in this city 
but the smaller communities through which 
he passed THE TRIBUNE correspondent found 
that many of the people have faith in the 
president and approve his administration, 
and that among his adverse critics there is 
@ noticeable diaposition to suspend final 


judgment pending a further test of the Taft 


policies. 

Westhington is a part of * the enemy's” 
country, the inhabitants of which President 
Taft set out to meet face to face and explain 
his actions and his future hopes. The pro- 
gressive Republican movement has swept the 
state and the voters have expressed their 
condemnation of the “old guard ’’ Repub- 
licans, their hatred of Ballingerism and Can- 
nonism, and their disapproval of the Aldrich- 
Payne tarifflaw. . 

It was little less than a year ago that the 
estate decided overwhelmingly in favor of 
progressive principles by choosing Miles 
Poindexter for senator in preference to a 
number of conservative candidates. 


Few People Talk La Follette. 

In spite of all this evidence of opposition 
to the Taft policies, there is every indication 
that the president is much stronger in Wash- 
ington than in any other state dominated by 
the progressives. Senator Poindexter has 
announced his personal preference for Sen- 
ator La Folirette as the Republican candidate 
for the presidency, but one hears remarka- 
bly little talk of the Wisconsin man among 
the people. 

The majority of the business men say they 
unqualifiedly approve the. Taft administra- 
tion and the majority of the workingmen 
either commended the president or said he 
ought to be given a further trial. 

The women of Washington never have 
voted for president, but they will for the 
firet time next year. Suffrage recently was 
conferred upon them and the loca! elections 
have brought them out in large numbers. 
The correspondent’s canvass of women 
voters disclosed that a large number have 
given little or no thought to national polit- 
ical questions. Of those who expressed orin- 
ions the overwhelming majority favored 
4 resident Taft. 


Says Speech Won Friends. 

Here as elsewhere the correspondent fob 
lowed the custom of Interviewing indiscrim- 
inately voters of all classes in different parts 
of the city. 

“On every side I hear of the favorable 
tmpression which President Taft made in 
Spokane,” said Edwin T. Coman, president of 
the Exchange National bank. ‘ His address 
here made his position on many questions 


clear to people who have misunderstood him. 


I am satisfied that his administration is ac- 
ceptable to the business men here." 

There were a half dozen farmers in the 
bank who had come up from thedry farming 
section south of Spokane.

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Before Estimate, Taft Says. 
REFERS TO‘ RECIPROCITY. 


Canada Will Regret Rejection, He Tells 
Washington State. 


Seattle. Wash., Oct. 9.—This was President 
Taft's fourth night “ashore” since he left 
Beverly on Sept. 16 to begin his swing around 
the circle. In the twenty-four days he has 
been out the president has granted himself 
“shore lease '’’ over night from his private 
car only at Drie, Pa.; Marquette, Mich.; 
Omaha, and Seattle. In spite of the hard- 
ships of constant traveling he has stood the 
trip well and is looking fit and trim. 

Mr. Taft spent the day traveling south 
from Bellingham, Wash., a little more than 
twenty miles from the Canadian line, to 
Seattle. He stopped at Burlington, Mount 
Vernon, and Everett, making brief speeches 
in each place. Tonight he spoke in the 
armory here. Large crowds turned out 
every place to hear him. 


Early Opening of Big Canal. 

Mr. Taft's first speech today was delivered 
at Bellingham. He predicted the opening 
for traffic of the Panama canal by July 1, 1918, 
and talked about conservation. Speaking of 
the opening of the Panama canal, the presi- 
dent sald he would let the people of Belling- 
ham “into a little official confidence.” 

“If nothing untoward happens," he said, 
“you can count on the completion of the 
canal not later than the Ist of July, 1912, 
It has only been promised on the ist of 
January, 1915, and if it is not ready until! 
then you must not say that anybody made 
@ promise that it would be completed before, 

“TI am expressing a hope based on cal- 
culation, but of course man proposes and 
God disposes, and it is possible that some- 
thing will happen that may continue work 
until the ist of January, 1915. But I don't 
want you to have heart disease if you learn 
that the first steamer goes through on the 
ist of July, 1913.” 


Says Canada Will Regret. 

The president made a short reference to 
reciprocity, which brought forth applause. 

“ There is one topic I had intended to dis- 
cuss with you,” he said, *‘ but our neighbore 
across the border settled that and seemed 
to make it past history. But I think you will 
agree with me that in doing so they made a 
mistake, and that had that treaty gone 
through it would have been greetly beneficial 
to both countries. 

“ Now, I think we know a little more on this 
side than they do on theirs, because we are 
an older country, and after some years of 
experience it is possible that they will come 
to take the right view, but whether that be 
so or not, if they don’t grow as rapidly as we 
do and as rapidly as they might have grown, 
they cannot say it is our fault.”

Campaign Manager Says $107,- 
793 Might as Easily Have 
Been $200,000. 


TELLS WHERE MUCH WENT 


Admits That State Officials and 


Legislative Candidates 
Were Paid. 


Milwaukee, Wis.. Oct. 9.—Out of the testi- 
mony given today before the United States 
senate committe which is investigating 
charges that bribery and corruption con- 
tributed to the election of Senator Isaac 
Stephenson was developed evidence that the 
Stephenson campaign managers regarded 
the $107,793 admittedly expended for the 
campaign for nomination as small compared 
to the $150,000 or $200,000 which might have 
been spent for a campaign more systematical- 
ly conducted. 

The expensiveness of the campaign was de- 


| clared to be partly due to a close fight be- 


tween two factions in the Republican party 
in Wisconsin, one headed by Senator Robert 
M. La Follette and the other by Senator 
Stephenson, who as a “stalwart” Repub- 
lican was determined to win over the candi- 
dates supported by the “ halfbreeds.” As 
showing Senator Stephenson's position when 
he sought renomination at the primaries in 
1908, and also as showing how he had ‘o 
spend liberally to advertise, campaign iit- 
erature was read ifto the record, stating that 
Senator Stephenson was a believer in the 
Roosevelt ideas and as such was bound to 
support Mr. Taft for president. 


Statement Amazes Pomerene. 

The statement from Rodney Sackett, one of 
the Stephenson campaign managers, that 
$160,000 or $200,000 might legitimately have 
been spent for the senatorial nomination, 
brought forth comment from Senator Atlee 
Pomerene of Ohio, a member of the com- 
mittee. 

“If $107,000 is not enough to nominate a 
United States senator in Wisconsin, how 
much is? And what could you do with $200,- 
000 legitimately to secure for a man a po- 
sition with a $7,500 annual salary?” asked 
Senator Pomerene. 

“We could have been more systematic,” 
answered Sackett. ‘ There are approxi- 
mately 400,000 Republicans in the state. Had 
we had the money we should have personally 
canvassed each voter. This I estimate would 
have cost from $150,000 to $200,000. As it was, 
with our means limited to a little over $100,- 
000, we could not see each voter and had to 
get along the best we could.’’ 

Senator Stephenson's vote, it was shown, 
was 56,800 out of a total of 224,000 votes 
cast. 

On being asked by Senator Pomerene ifa 
campaign manager expected a candidate to 
spend that much money legitimately for a 
position with a $7,500 salary, Sackett re- 
plied: 

“It is not supposed that a man goes to 
the senate for $7,50 alone.”’ 


Tells of Cash to Candidates, 

Answering questions bearing directly on 
the charges ‘against Senator Stephenson, 
Sackett testified: 

That money, out of Stephenson’s fund had 
been given to state officials, as in the instance 
of State Gare Warden J. W. Stone, who 
was given $2,500 te work up sentiment in 
favor of the senator. 

That money was paid to candidates for 
office, as In the case of seven candidates for 
the legislature, three of whom were elected. 
Although the three men elected afterwards 
voted for Senator Stephenson, the witness 
declared, it was not known when the money 
was given them that they were candidates. 

That no complete detailed accounts of the 
campaign expenses were kept and that all 
records after the campaign Were destroyed. 
The statements contained ip this testimony 
were declared in the original charges framed 
by a committee of the Wisconsin legislature 
and afterwards presented to the United 
States senate to show violations of the Wis- 
consin statutes. 

The assertion that part of Senator Stephen- 
son's heavy expenses were due to his desire 
to make it generally known that he was a 
supporter of Mr, Taft for the presidency 
came when Sackett, in explaining an adver- 
tising bill of $12,606, was required to pro- 
duce before the committee one of the adver-

Doctor Pleads Not Guilty and 
Obtains Time to Object 
to Indictment. 


PALES AS HE SEES CROWD. 


After Court He Expresses Confi- 
dence in Ultimate Acquittal 
of Wife Murder. 


Between Dr. Harry Pigin Webster and his 
trial for the murder of Bessie Kent Webster, 
the attorneys for the defense placed a re- 
prieve yesterday of at least three months.

Chinese Money a Hodge Podge. 

When you get money from the bana you 
feel, when you look at the pile, like Uncle 
Timothy about to pay ou the mortgage on the 
farm. No two bills, even though of the same 
denomination, are alike and each has a differ- 
ent value, which may depreciate before you 
have time to spend it. It is a tale of taels— 
Haikwan or customs, Kuping or treasury, 
Tsaoping or Shanghai, andthe Canton Then 
there is the ugly. old, battered up Mexican 
dollar, to say nothing of provincial dollars, 
notes issued by foreign banks in China, pro- 
vinclal bank notes, smal) silver, and copper. 

Every man sees exchange from his own 
point of view. Even the cheap copper cash of 
the coolie varies in value. And as for the 
foreigner, he is forced Into a constant gamble. 
Suppose a vice consul draws his princely 
salary of $100 gold each month. He spends it 
in Hankow or Shanghai. This month he 
may get $257 Mexican for it; next month, 
only $181 Mex. He has lost the price of his 
room rent. One of our vice consuls has actu- 
ally seen such a fluctuation. 

It is all on account of the wabble !n silver. 
Even copper coins fluctuate in value. Within 
recent years the provincial mints have turned 
out about 10,000,000,000 copper coins, worth 
ten cash each. 


Bank Life a Drawing Room. 

All of which digression has taken us a 
long way from the consulate. But I couldn't 
help it, for I had to go to the bank Nice 
banks here’ You ride up In a carriage. enter 
a porch with flowers and easy chairs. ring a 
bell, and are ushered Into a drawing room— 
and wonder if you shouldn't have sent In 
your card and worn your good clothes.

CORNELIUS BLISS 
DIES IN NEW YORK 


Former Secretary of the In- 
terior Succumbs to Heart 
Trouble at Age of 78. 


ROSE FROM POOR YOUTH. 


Served Apprenticeship of Hard 
Work Before Becoming 
Wealthy Man. 


New York, Oct 9.—Cornelius Newton Bliss, 
for years one of the prominent figures in na- 
tional Republican politics and otherwise well 
known as a merchant and a member of the 
dry goods firm of Bliss, Fabyan & Co., died 
at his home here tonight of heart disease. 

The end was not wholly unexpected, as Mr. 
Bliss had been il] for a year and his family 
and friends had noted for some time that he 
was fast failing. He did not, however, take 
to his bed until a few days ago. 

While death is attributed to heart failure 
there had been a general breaking down 
which comes of old age. Mr. Bliss was T8 
years old, having been born in Fall River, 
Mass., in 1833. 

Mrs. Bliss, Mr. and Mrs. Cornelius Bliss 
Jr. and Miss L. P. Bliss a daughter, were 
at the bedside. No arrangements for the 
fr.neral had been perfected at a late hour to- 


night. They will be announced tomorrow. 


Was Well Known Politically. 

The death of Cornelius N. Bliss removes 
from the political field of this country an- 
other of the coterie of Republican leaders 
who tave been in the forefront of the party's 
affairs for a generation or more. He was 
treasurer of the Republican national com- 
mittee from 1892 to 1008, and previous to 


, that had been chairman of the New York 
' state Republican committee. 


With the late Senator Platt, ex-Senator 
Depew and ex-Gov. Levi P. Morton, all of 
whom were his intimate friends he had for 
years represented New York state at Re- 
publican national conventions He twice 
refugbed to .ecome a candidate for governor 
of New York, but, following the national 
campaign of 1896 in which William McKin- 
ley was elected president, he accepted the 
position of secretary of the Interior in the 


McKinley cabinet. 


Successful as Merchant. 

He held this post for two years and then 
resigned, because of stress of private busi- 
ness, a reason which had always previously 
influenced him to decline public office. In 
business Mr. Bliss was rated as a highly suc- 
cessful merchant and amassed a great for- 
tune. He started as a poor boy. 

He twice refused to accept the nomination 
for mayor of New York City, but, as a citi- 
zen, he was always active in movements for 
municipal reform. He was a member of 
many organizations, being president of the 
Union League club for several years, and 
vice president of the Chamber of Commerce. 
He was always stanch for the protective 
tariff, and was for some years president of 
the American Protective Tariff league.

Whether or not they are buried among rec- 
ords in the commission’s office, or whether 
they were lost on the way to the office of 
Commissioner of Public Works L. E. Mc- 
Gann, city officials do not know. They say 
they have been so busy that the charges 
against Solon were nearly forgotten. 


Says Solon Helped Waste Money. 

The charges are serious—a little too serious 
to lose sight of, think those who filed them. 
The Wentworth Avenue Improvement asso- 
ciation made the charges. James McInernpy, 
superintendent of the Thirtieth ward, is ac- 
cused of “‘ wasting the appropriaticn ” al- 
lowed that ward for street cleaning. Solon 
is charged with “ abetting and defending ” 
euch action. 

The commission doesn’t believe in bringing 
a city official before the trial board just be- 
cause charges are made by citizens.

James McCarthy, food inspector, had little 
love for Dr. Benjamin Perry, head of the 
food bureau, according to testimony: intro- 
duced yesterday before the civil service 
commission, where McCarthy is on trial.

Guide Is Issued for White Sox and 
Cub Fans. 


SALE TO BE HELD AT PARKS. 


Not More than Six Seats May Be Pro- 
cured by One Buyer. 


BY I. E. SANBORN. 

Rules and a guide book for fans desiring 
reservations for the city series between Sox 
and Cubs were issued yesterday by Messrs. 
Constans and Williams, representing the na- 
tiomal commission. The sale of box and re- 
served seats will open at noon tomorrow 
simultaneously at the two local baseball 


parks. 

At a conference ef representatives and 
club owners it was decided that the sale 
could be handled with leas inconvenience to the 
public at the réspective ball garks thay at some 
downtown location. ‘At the parks there are fa- 
cilities for opening severa] ticket offices, thereby 
obviating a lot of the tedium of standing in line. 
Only seats for games at Comiskey park will be 
sold at the south side grounds, and only seats 
for games on the Cubs’ lot will be disposed of on 
the west side, so that it will be necessary for 
any one desiring to obtain reservations for all 
of the games to visit both ball parks tomorrow. 


Guide Is Issued. 

In an effort to minimize friction and to distrib- 
ute the eeats as widely as possible the commis- 
sion’s representatives announced these rulez-and 
directions for prospective purchasers: 

Only box and reserved seats for the first six 
games will be sold in advance and this sale 
will continue until the reservations are exheusted. 

The sale of reserved seats will be limited to 
six per game for any one person. The only ex- 
ception to the rule will be as to box seats. Wher- 
ever boxes contain more than six seats the full 
number of seate in a box will be sold to one 
person if desired. 

A special window, properly marked, will be 
provided for season box holders who have re- 
quested reservations for boxes thet have been 
reserved for them by the season. Reservations 
go made will be filled at this window only. 

Tickets for games No. 1, No. 8, and No. 6 will 
be sold at the White Sox park. Tickets for games 
No. 2. No. 4 and No. 6 will be sold at the Cubs’ 
park. If a seventh gamefbecomes necessary due 
notice will be given by the commission as to the 
sale of seate for that game. 


Redemption of Tickets. 


If the series should end before the fifth or sixth 
games is played the tickets sold will be redeemed 
at the park at which they were purchased. 

Box and reserved seat tickets are the only ones 
that can be procured at the advance gale. All 
grand stand, pavilion, and general admission 
tickets will be sold only on the day of the game 
and at the park at which it is to be played. 

Tickets will be sold according to the number of 
the game and not for any particular date. Tickets 
for game No. 1 will be good unt!! that game ts 
legally played at the White Sox park. Tickets for 
game No. 2 will then be good for the second game 
of the series uptil such game is legally played at 
the Cubs’ park. This provision is necessary under 
the rules in case any game is postponed on ac- 
count of bad weather, and it will apply to all 
tickets sold for the series. 

The price of seats will be the eame that has 
been in force at the respective parks during the 
regular season. They wil! range from 25 cents 
to $1.50 at the Cubs’ park and from 25 cents to 
$1 at the White Sox park.
